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REGISTRATION DATES SET FOR YOUNG PEOPLE'S CLASSES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 

Saturday art classes for young people between the ages of 3 and 16 begin on 
February 27 and run through May 8, 1982 (no class on April 10) at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art. Registration dates for these classes are as follows: Museum members 
may register on Friday, February 12, from 10 to 4, and on Saturday, February 13, 
from 10 to 3. Nonmembers may register on Saturday only during the same hours. 

Classes, arranged according to age level, are open to children of Museum 
members and nonmembers alike. Since classes are limited in size, enrollment is 
in order of registration. In order to begin class, each child must be registered 
by an adult in person at the Museum, although the child does not have to be present 
at the time of registration. All classes are open to any handicapped student as well. 

Fee for classes is $5 for members and $10 for nonmembers payable at the 
time of registration. Fees can be waived in the case of financial need by calling 
Sue Kaesgen in the Museum’s department of art history and education (421-7340, 
ext. 400) prior to registration. Memberships in the Museum may be purchased through 
the Museum's membership department.

Saturday Classes for Young People 


Unique because they are held in the Muse- 
um galleries and studios, these classes are de- 
signed to develop young people’s apprecia- 
tion of art by stressing the many ways of 
looking at works in the Museum collection 
and by encouraging them to create their 
own art. Classes begin February 27 and end 
May 8 (no classes on April 1 0). They are 
open to children of members and non- 
members and are arranged according to age 
level. These classes are open to any handi- 
capped student. 

Registration for members: Friday, Feb- 
ruary 1 2, from 1 0:00 am to 4:00 pm. 
Registration for nonmembers: Saturday, 
February 1 3, from 1 0:00 am to 3:00 pm. 
Classes are limited in size, and enrollment 
is in order of registration. In order to begin 
classes, each child must be registered by an 
adult in person at the Museum. Children do 
not have to be present at registration. 

Class Fee: $5 for members, $10 for non- 
members to be paid at registration. (No fee 
in case of financial need. Call Susan M.

400, before 
registration.) 

Mornings, 9:30-1 1 : 00 am 
Art for Parent and Child (age 3). A work- 
shop where children and their parents can 
create and learn together encourages a 
greater awareness of materials and an exper- 
imental attitude toward art. Enrollment is 
limited. 

Art Appreciation for Parent and Child (ages 
4 and 5). Parents and children talk and 
work together in gallery and classroom. 

Mini-Masters (ages 4 and 5). A general art 
class introduces young children to the Mu- 
seum collection and a wide range of studio 
projects. 


Printmaking (ages 5 and 6). Printing is a 
useful and informative way to see everyday 
objects: students can roll with rollers, 
stamp images with vegetables, feet, or 
blocks. 

Tell Me a Story (ages 6 and 7). Children’s 
literature and poetry, particularly tales and 
legends depicted in the Museum collection, 
are starting points for projects in painting, 
drawing, movement, and dramatics. 

Out of this World (ages 6 and 7). Heroes 
and heroines of the ancient world direct 
children through the galleries and inspire 
work in the studio. 

Costume Party (ages 6 and 7). Making cos- 
tumes based on works in the galleries, chil- 
dren can fit themselves out as a painting or 
a knight in shining armor. 

Get Your Act Together (ages 8 to 10). The 
drama of the collection will inspire im- 
promptu puppet plays, stage sets, and re- 
lated activities. 

The Age of Chivalry (ages 8 to 10). Life 
and art of the Middle Ages— knights, joust- 
ing, castles, festivals, crafts, and real and 
fantastic animals— suggest a variety of 
projects. 

Symbols, Signs, and Signets (ages 10 to 12), 
Looking for the hidden messages in works 
of art, students will discover the origins of 
writing, invent their own language, and 
learn new skills for decoding art works. 

Eastern Gate, Western World (ages 10 to 12). 
Inspired by the Visions of Landscape exhi- 
bition, the class will use various media to 
create spaces based on nature. 

Spindazzle (ages 11 to 13). New words and 
new worlds in the galleries: students will 
create murals, journals, and oral interpre- 
tations of the collection. 



Teenage Class: Low Flying Profile (ages 13 
to 16). Studying the human figure, the class 
will draw in the galleries, paint in the studio, 
and construct dimensional figures.

Art for Parent and Child (age 3). See above. 

Mini-Masters (ages 4 and 5). See above. 

Free Spirits (ages 6 and 7). Imagination and 
imagery in the galleries stimulate young art- 
ists to work in a variety of media. 

Animated Adventures (ages 8 to 10). Tra- 
ditional and contemporary graphic repre- 
sentations of movement in the studio bring 
to life works from the collection. 

Every Hundred Years (ages 10 to 12). The 
class will study a different century each 
week, drawing and painting their way from 
the year 1000 to the twentieth century. 

Perspective Period (ages 12 to 14). Gallery 
drawing classes for the more advanced stu- 
dent: how to draw a straight line from a 
distance and all the secrets of creating 
space, discovered through masterpieces of 
the collection.
